Is the fact that we 
can demonstrate that this problem 
has been taken off the shelf of so- 
cial taboo and brought down to 
ea,rth gs a social health problem.”

HowUnd Cox of the Inter-Amer- 
lean Center closed the three-day 
Inter- American Conference 
Wedne.sday evening declaring 
that., th^ sessions iiave gone far 
towai^ "furthering a friendship 
among.the nations of the Western 
Hemisphere.” 

The conference was attended 
mo^ than 1.400 Invited partici- 
pants, . Including diplomats from 
the Am^ean nations; many promi- 
nent leaders in education, business, 
and finance and guests. 

"In closing this conference on 
Int'er-Ameriran affairs,” Cox said, 
"I am certain that you will agree 
that Pan-Americanism Is a live 
issue tg the citizens of Washington 
and to the people who have trav- 
eled long distances to attend these 
sessions arranged by The George 
Washington University.

"We worked hard on this show,” 
Beers aald. "but It still wasn't good 
^theater,' because of the lack of 
complete training. You can't learn 
to put on a pl^y In the few weeks 
we have to give to It. You need 
most of all a full-time Instructor — 
somebody to teach the drama, and 
to keep alive a vigorous Interest 
In play-producIng not twice a year, 
but a year-long interest." 

*T recommend to you.” Beers con- 
cluded. "that you schedule no more 
productions until the University 
glvea you an opportunity to study 
the drama In all Its phases, for 
credit. In regular clasa-room courses

Cue and Curtain draws what may be the final curtain to 
the University’s sole dramatic production organization. Not 
his alone. Mr. Beers' action was backed by the united feeling 
of the student organization that under present conditions Cue 
and Curtain can never expect to perform its allotted functions. 

Mr. Beers’ staterpent before the organization last Wed- 
nesday-rthat no one can ever hope to produce a worthwhile 
play, with six-weeks rehearsal time, with no adequate rehearsal 
facilities, with actors that have no draining nor opportunity 
to get It, with no means o^-turnlng the long hours of work Into 
University credit, with po chance of bringing admission prices 
to a reasonable figure, with no possibility of ever being finan- 
cially stable because of, the absence of any adequate play- 
house-~reflects fairly and honestly the problems with which 
Cue and Curtain Is donfronted. It Is to the credit of the or- 
ganization that it has the courage to face the facts. 

^UE and. Curtain's realization of its situation has the effect 
of throwing the entire problem of student drama In sharp 
focus before the student body and the administration. 

, Two questions present themselves: First, does George 
Washington want, can George Washington afford not, to have 
a functioning major dramatic production unlt7 Second, do not 
George Washington students want en opportunity to hear naw 
plays and old. in the form of Informal readings and simple pro- 
ductions? 

The answer to the frrst is the primary concern of the 
Forensic and Dramatics Cornmittae hearing Thursday, It must 
seriously consider the problems outlined .by Director Beers, for 
unless those problems are Intelligently and reasonably met there 
is no reason whatever Cue and Curtain should pretend to 
exist a production organization. 

That George Washington students are desirous of hearing 
new plays, old plays, readings, simple productions is indicated, 
-in some degree at least, by the enthusiastic reception of the 
Literary Club’s presentation .with the Civic Theater of "Accent 
of F-6". That student organization are interested i>r a coop- 
erative program that would make available such entertain- 
ment was indicated Sunday when The Hatchet queried the 
Literary Clubt Orchesls, Radio Player^, Cue 'and Curtain and 
in each case received a favorable reply.

• THE SO-CALLED "double-re- 
scctlon" treatment of empyema, a 
new method (and still considered 
revolutionary), is being used by Dr. 
James Lloyd Collins of the Depart- 
ment of Surgery In the School of 
Medicine and Dr. Charles Stanley 
White, head of the department, at 
Gallinger Hospital. 

Declaring that the present, mor- 
tality of acute empyema can be ma- 
terially lowered, Dr. Collins spoke 
before a crowded hall at a meeting 
of the Beaumont Medical Society 
in Hall B of the Medical School 
last Tuesday.

• WITHOUT a dlssfnllng vote, 
the Student Union last Sunday went 
on record as favoring the active 
continuance of the anti-syphilis 
campaign Inaugurated several weeks 
ago by The Hatchet, Ward Socio- 
logical Society and the Smlth-Reed- 
Russell Medical Society. 

The Union resolution, presented 
by Wiliam Gausmann of the Center 
party and passed unanimously, fol- 
lows: 

Be It resolved by the George 
Washington Union; 

1. That the student campaign 
> against syphilis at the George 

Washington University should 
l>e actively continued; 

2. That every assistance pos- 
sible be given by members of 
the George Washington Union 
.to direct the attention of col- 
lege students to the problems 
of social health, and, 

3. That technical barriers 
ordinarily raised by this sort of 
progressive activity be reason- 
ably construed so as not to hin- 
der the progress of the move- 
ment. 

Keen interest in the campaign 
was also expressed by Dr. Paul 
Popenoe, widely-known authority 
on marriage relations and eugenics, 
who was here last week to address 
the Ward Sociological Society, 

Dr. Popenoe told Howard Ennes, 
student chairman of the drive, tl\at 
a campaign of this sort among col- 
lege students was of inestimable 
value, not only from the* students’ 
standpoint but because it set a fine 
example for those in other walks of 
life. He said that, while it Is kr\own 
that the , percentage of syphilid 
cases among college students is 
low. If students submitted en mabse 
to the Wasserman test, other groups 
more widely affected by the disease 
would be glad to do the same. 

“If we don’t submit to lt,’*‘ said,. 
Dr. Popenoe, “how can we expect 
them to?’’ 

The anti-syphilis campaign Idea 
among college students which origi- 
nated here has spread to scores of 
colleges and universities throughout 
the nation and has created wide- 
spread interest among educators 
and physicians.
